The  Presidents  of  Branches  and  a number  of  the  Priesthood  generally, 
includin<^  several  American  Elders  and  Presidents  of  Conferences,  as- 
sembled^in  the  Eastern  Lecture  Hall,  Church  Lane,  Whitechapel,  at  8 
o’clock  on  Saturday  evening,  to  receive  the  Bi*anch  Reports  and  transact 
various  matters  of  business.  The  meeting,  being  opened  by  singing  and 
prayer,  was  much  edified  by  addresses  from  Elders  Samuel  W.  Richards, 
Benjamin  Brown,  Daniel  Spencer,  Orson  Pratt,  Thomas  Margetts,  A.  L. 
Lamoreaux,  and  T.  B.  H.  Stenhouse. 

The  Branch  Reports  were  handed  in,  the  authorities  of  the  Church  duly 
presented  and  sustained.  The  Presidents  of  Branches  gave  a short  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  their  respective  Branches,  which  were  mostly 
in  good  condition — unity  and  peace  abounding  amongst  the  Saints — and 
aft^  some  general  instructions  and  counsel  from  Elder  Mamden,  the 
meeting  was  closed  as  usual,  and  adjourned  until  Sunday  morning. 

SUNDAY  MORNING. 

The  Saints  in  goodly  numbers  assembled  in  the  Freemasons’  Hall, 
Great  Queen-street,  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields,  at  half-past  ten,  this  large  hall 
being  filled  throughout  the  various  services  of  the  day.

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Elders  Benjamin  Brown,  Samuel  W. 
Richards,  and  others 

The  meeting  was  closed  by  singing  and  prayer,  and  adjourned  until 
half-past  two  o’clock. 

SUNDAY  AFTERNOON. 

Meeting  opened  as  usual. 

Elder  Orson  Pratt,  one  of  the  Twelve,  delivered  a most  instructive  and 
interesting  address  upon  the  subject  of  Celestial  Marriage  and  Peopling 
of  Worlds,  which  made  a good  impression  upon  the  minds  of  both  Saints 
and  strangers. 

Meeting  closed  as  iisual,  and  adjourned  until  six  o’clock. 
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SUNDAY  EVENING. 

Meeting  opened  as  usual.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Elders  John 
Vau  Cott,  C.  G.  Webb,  A.  L.  Lamoreaux,  Daniel  Spencer,  Dan.  Jones, 
Gilbert  Clements,  and  Elder  Ballif,  from  Switzerland,  in^his  own  language, 
interpreted  by  Elder  T.  B.  H.  Stenhouse. 

Meeting  closed  by  singing  and  prayer,  and  the  Saints  returned  to  their 
homes,  highly  delighted  with  the  engagements  of  the  day,  and  rejoicing  in 
the  glorious  truths  which  they  had  been  led  to  contemplate  by  the  various 
addresses  of  the  Brethren.
